London, Nov. 11 The arranging of the 

programme for the annual conference of the 
Conaorvative National Union was only fin- 
ished last night. The time spent upon the 
agenda shows how diffioult the party man- 
agers have found it to get a good rallyini; 
cry. 

THE PKOORAMME, 
as finally announced, contains nothing new. 
It avoids making any doolttratioa on the 
questitins of electorol reform, tho disestab- 
lishment of tho church in Wulea or any 
political issues on which it would bo danger 
ous to commit tho party. Lord Dunraven, 
who besides being a geiiuiuo aporta- 
ruao, takes greats interest iu the euc- 
cesa of the ''onaervativee, will pre- 
side at the Confererce, and Lord 
Salisbury will make a speech on tho second 
day. Sir Kllis Aahmena Birtlott, who sits 
in Parliament [or one of the Sheffield divi- 
aiona, will move the adoption of a reaolution 
approving the rejection by the House of 
Lords of the Homo Rule bill, which it is 
scarcely necessary to state will be unani- 
mously adopted. Sir Albert Kayo Rollitt, 
who represents tho Southern division of 
Islington in the House of Uommons, will 
speak iu favor ot boards of arbitration for 
the settlement of trades disputes. Mr. 
Arthur Hugh Smith-Harry, representative 
in Parliament of the South division of 
Huntingdon, will oall the attention of the 
Conference to the time watted by Parlia- 
ment in discussing an 

IMl'OSSIBLE HOME KOLE BILL. 

Among the more prominent resolutions 
to bft submitted will bo one sflirming 
that Great Britain ia suffering from tho 
abject Submission of Parliament to tho de- 
mands the Irish demagogues. Viewed 
as a trhole, no entire progrummo was over 
submitled to a full party caucus. It is 
signifi<^nt that nothing ia said in the pro- 
gramme about forcing the disaolution of 
Pcrliament. The Conservative cue, now 
being followed by the press and on the 
platform represents the Government as cer- 
tain to bo ousted at tho next session, cither 
on tho meaeurea providing for the diseatub- 
lishment of the Church in Wales, or Heme 
Rulo. It is a fact that unless the anti-Par- 
uollito faction of the Irish parliamentary 
party t,'iv!S the Government unrelaxed 
support during tho divieiona on tho dia- 
establishment bill, Mr. Gladatono nnd his 
ministry will be compelled to resign. The 
budget, too, will prove a source of severe 
trial. Tho trade of Great Britain in so dis- 
tresaed and the customs raceipta are so 
diminished, while the expendilurea are not 
lessened, that an enormoua deficit will 
stare tha Government in tho face. The 
only poasiblo aolution of tho fmnnoial qnes 
tion will be tho imposition of fresh taxaiion, 
and this will, of course, make trouble. 
Having these facta in mind the Conser- 
vatives argue that there is no need to 
clamor for the dissolution of Parliament. 
They are satisfied to let the ministry stow 
in its own juice. With regard to tho 
fidelity of 

THE ANTI-J'AUNKLI.ITES, 

on which the Government will depend for 
its existence, it can be pUioly said that it is 
being subjected to a heavy siruin. The vieic 
of Homo Secretary Aequith to Dublin for 
the purpose of conferring with Mr. Morley, 
chief secretary for Ireland, was fruitless of 
results aa far as benefit to the Irish political 
priaonera and tho evicted tenants is con- 
cerned. Mr. Morley was in favor ot making 
concessions of these questions to the Irish 
menibera of Parliament in order to secure 
their support to the Government, but his 
policy was overridden by Mr. Asquitb. The 
iatter's return from Dublin has been followed 
by a sequence of ooeroive meaaures similar 
to those that prevailed during the regime of 
Mr. Balfour as Chief Secretary. The 
eviction campaign on the De Freyene 
estates and the prosecution of William 
Field, Parnellite member of Parliament for 
tho St. Patrick division of Dublin, Luke 
Patrick Ilayden, Parnellito member of I^ar- 
liument for Soulh Roscommon, and those 
others who wero yesterday cointnitted for 
trial on charges of riotinc v/hilo the evio- 
tions were being made, follow the 
old putli beaten by the Conserva- 
tivcs when in power. l>',levon of the 
most popular men in Connaught have 
been wiaely selected for prneecui ion by the 
Librral Government which entered oliico 
pledged to cud coercion, to restore evicted 
tcnanca to their hokiinga and to diamiaa from 
fillice ri-Hident Tory magiairatea. Nothing 
keepa MeaHia. Dillon and O'Brien and other 
anti-Pariiellitca faithful to Mr. Gladatono 
but the foar that, without him, Homo Rulo 
would die. Private representations made 
by the Irish leaders to Messrs. Glud- 
stone and Morley on the difTiculiy 
of their opposition, received a sym- 
pathetic but not a praotloal response. 
The strong element in the eabinet opposed 
to Mr. Morley triumphs for the time, but it 
requires few gifts as a political prophet to 
foretell that the future oontains dangers to 
the present administration that will tax all 
the resourceful energies of Mr. Gladstone to 
avoid.

last night at tho South Place will, as ex- 
pected, lead lo tho prosecution of Mowbray, 
the publisher of the Cunimnnw«uith, tho 
organ of the Lniiduii unarchiats, and 
Samuels, editor of that paper.

It was a fitting revenge ha 
dcolarcd for the murder ot hero Pallas, who, 
in trying to kill General Martinez Campoa 
waa only desirous of ridding the world of a 
tyrant. Continuing, Samuels said that the 
hypncrytical ooinmenta on tho anarohiata 
that had niipearod in the nowspapora wero 
tho veriest nouaenao. They appeared side 
by aide with atories reporting the aluughter 
of Matabeles and the starvation of English 
miners. The explosion in the Opera House 



at Baroelona, he added, was nothing com 
pared to what oould and would be done by 
deapearte men. Genuine anarchists thought 
the bomb throwing in liardelona a glorious 
deed. It waa only the beginning of 
reprisals upon the rich and those it 
power. If another companion waa mur 
dered in connection with tho Martinez 
CampoH ooourronco, other avengers would 
oriso and continue tho bloody aociul war 
that would end tho race of tho capitalists.

TBAOX MATTERS. 

China some time ago issued an edict for' 
bidding the importation of maohiuery. Thie 
touohed English manufacturers in a soft 
spot, and representations were made to 
Lord Bosebery, the foreign minister, us to 
the loss British manufucturora would sua 
tain, and Lord Roaebery sent instructioua 
to tho British Minister at Pekin to vigorous 
ly protest against tho prohibition, which ii 
due to tho fact that Li Hung Chang, tho 
viceroy of Pctchi Li, and a number of Chin 
eso olliciala aro about to start 
otion spinning mills in Shanghai, 
and fearing foreign competition, Li 
Hung Chang caused tho edict to bo is- 
sued. Lord Rosebery contends that every 
orticlo of commerce can bo imported into 
China unleaa it ia included in the liat of pro- 
hibitions in the tariff. Machinery ia not ao 
included, and the British manufacturers 
truat that tho odiot will shortly be ro 
Gcinded. Tho collapse of tho business on 
tho exchongo is phenomenal. It is con- 
tended that the present condition is tho 
worst in tho memory of man. A number of 
firma aro dissolving partnershipa und re- 
tiring from business. The clerical staffs in 
the offices are being reduced and business 
economics are being practised in every direc- 
tion. Throughout the present week scarcely 
enough bubinoes was done to keep a dozen 
brokers employed. The course of prices in

has completely altered tho pessimistic pre- 
dictions that a fall would inevitably follow 
the repeal of tho silver purchase clause of 
tho Sherman act by the American Conyreaa. 
Tho finanoiil papers give various explana- 
tions of the strength of thn markot. 
Summed up, these explanationa aro that 
there is a strong demand for silver for China 
and Japan, while the great silver mining 
companies continue to hold their stocks. 
Then the report that the American 
Treasury department ordered tbo coin- 
age of a portion of tho metal bought under 
tho Sherman Act is admitted to have been 
of assistance in averting the expected 
troubles. The Eoonomiat holds that the 
action of the Amerioan treasurjt would have 
been better advised if it had made provis- 
ion for its wants by issaing bonds. In the 
meantime, it says, it bos nad recourse to 
purely American resources. "Fhe paper re- 
frains from adding that it expeoted a new 
issue of bonds and waa disappointed.

Ottawa, Not. 11. — Tbe adherents in 
Ottawa of the United Empire Trade League 
express great satisfaction at the action of 

the Government in promptly confirming the 
arrangement made by Hon. Mr. Bowell in 
Australia for a commercial conference of 
colonial repreaentativea at Ottawa next year. 
It is suggested that the representatives 
should be invited to attend a conference 
from the South African end West Indian 
colonics as well as from Australasia in order, 
if peaaible, to establish a colonial commer- 
cial union. It ia pointed out that the time 
is very opportune for action by tho Go\'eru- 
mcnt in this direction. 

The Geological Survey Department haa 
benn informed that several gas wells in the 
vioinity of Port Colborne, Ont., which hare 
bcon exhausted, aro now flowing oil. One 
company seonred thirteen of these t/qHs, 
and will develop their oil resources. 

Arrangements are being made by tho 
Government to send a number of Northwest 
farmers to Great Britain this winter to ad-

London, Nov. 11. — The Houae of Com- 
mons rejected by a vote of 236 to 217, lust 
evening, the amendment of the employers' 
liability bill, proposed by WUliiim McLaren, 
Radical, on Wednesday. Tbe amendment 
was that workingmeQ should ba privileged 
under certain conditions to exempt them- 
selves from the provisions of tbe bill. It 
was resisted by the Government. The Con- 
servatives had lippes of defeating the Gov-

Beiimn, Nov. 1 1— The Emperor William's 
desire to make a signal example of tbe oifi- 
oers involved in the Hanover gambling case 
appears to have been overruled. In mili- 
tary circles it ia maintained that the Em- 
peror cannot directly order the dismissal 
from tho service of tho ollicera concerned, 
but muat act through the regular uulhor- 
itics, It is certain that some iuiluential 
personages do not take the severe view of the 
case that the Emperor takes. No autbentio 
iat of dismissals haa yet been made known, 
hut rumors point to aoveral oflicets, regurd- 
'ug whom the olliciala at tho war i fliuo do- 
chno to give any information. It ia ollicially 
stated that th" enforced retiremenia from 
tho army in conaequenco of tho scandal will 
not bo numerous. Clement counsels havo 
prevailed, and in conaequence the resignation 
of a few of those implicated will bo ro- 
({ nested, and those retirements will be so 
managed aa to be unattended with public 
ignominy. 

In aaccrtaining tho fooling in high mili- 
ary qnartcra, tho repreaentativo of the 
United Press found that the idea of dieniis- 
1 was generally resented. Military men 
think that it would be an enormoua injustice 
to cashier tho few ofbccra who testified in 
the case, whiln several hundred others 
qually involved escaped. Then, too, it is 
believed tho Emperor, however angry it 
might be, would not aaerifjcc ollicora for the 
ako of gratifying the sham moral outcries 
of civilians. So far as is known to the 
officers concerned, the Emperor's prao< 
tical action has been limited to oom> 
munioations severely censuring the 
culprits. Hia Majesty has also ordered 
that in futnre aportsing contests officers ride 
none but their own or their comrades' 
horses, and haa forbtddeu the racing of 
horses under false names. Conversations in 
public places have disclosed a strong class 
sentiment of irritation against the criti- 
cisms of civilians and of profound confidence 
that the Emperor will deal gently with the 
implicated olBcera. 

Although the elections for members of tho 
Landtog havo not materially altered the 
elativo atrougth of tho political parties in 
that body, tho Conservativea, winning nine- 
teen seals, hold tho advantage. Tho 
Agrarians also return a stronger delegation 
than they had at the last aeaaiou. The 
House contains a large representation of the 
ffioial element, forty - seven of the 
members. all of whom belong to 
tho Conservative party, holding Gov- 
ernment appointmenta. The Fieiainnige 
roups have lost nine aeats of twenty-nine. 
Fourteen of these remaining to them are 
held by Riohteriata, and six by Biokertista. 
Some well-known figuna disappear from the 
House, among them being Herr von Ken- 
II, from the Free Conservative benches, 
ProfesBors Seelig and Huenel, from the 
Liberala, and Herr Reieheuaperger from the 
Centrist a. 

The Conservative journals are jubilant 
over the result of the elections. They pre- 
dict that a coalition will ferce the Govern- 
ment to rencnnce its economic policy and 
adopt a moderately agrarian one, which 
wonid mean protective tariffs. Tbe Ereuze 
Zeitungalao demands the revival of the 
famous aobolastio project which led to the 
retirement of Count von Seidlitsk The 
Conservatives havo not power enough 
of themselves to effect reactionary legisla- 
tion, and a majority of the House must be 
formed by a coalition with the Free Conser- 
vativea and National Liberala, and will 
•modify tho reactionist tendency of the Con- 
servatives. Prince Hiamarck, upon learning 
of tho Freiainningo defeata, ia credited with 
saying to hia chief ranger, Herr Leung, thot 
u new political dawn la becinning to break. 

Tho statement that the Russian Govern- 
ment had issued a decree that all regiatered 
letters aro to bn opened in the presence of 
tho persona to whom they are addrcaaed, 
and, if found to contain money from abroad, 
seventy-five per cent, of Iho amount is to be 
seizd, had its origin in a despatch from the 
St. J^etersburgcorrespondentof thcLokal An- 
zeiger. The real fuela aro that for a long 
time tho Russian authorities have taxed 
registered letters. Max Caro, a noted 
German, who haa long been a resident of 
Russia, in conversation with a ropresonta- 
tive of the United Press, stated that regis- 
tered letters oontainiog money or valuables 
were generally confiscated by the Russian 
Government. 

Emperor William bunted yesterday at 
Heobiogen over the estates of the Prince of 
HobenzoUern. A great Imperial Court hunt 
has been fixed for the i7ih instant, in the 
forest of Letzlingen. The Grand Duke of 
Hesse, the Grand Duke of Otdenburs .tnd a 
number of princely jrarsonagos wul take 
part in the sport. The report that the 
ICmpcror and Empress have arranged to 
visit Rome in April is discredited in Court 
circles. 

Siinsalional diaolosurea are expected 
touching irregularitiea in tho Prussian mili- 
tary commisaariat. A largo wholeaale 
butcher of lierlln is about lo bn pro-secuted 
for supplying the army wilh <liBna''ed meat. 
His firm, u liicli ia a long chI a)ilir>hud one, 
providoH two army coijia with ineil, and is 
reputed lo cicor a pnilit of 70(1, (KiO marka 
yearly. A bonkkecpeniiHcliiirgeil by the firm 
some time ago, Ims rcpoi tod lo tho War 
Ollloe thai, cui i aiii liiiycrM for the army re- 
ceived regular prcaenia from the firm, nnd 
that the firm wua allowed to purvey any 
kind of meat it chose. The progress of the 
inquiry auggesta the belief that the out- 
break of typhoid in certain regiments was 
due to bad mout thua supplied. Tho news- 
papers are not allowed to publish the whole 
story as the cose is sub-judice.

Clovebdalk, Nov. 9.— This generally 
very quiet villas;e had a hot time last night,

$1,500. About a week ago the lower part 
waa rented by a Mr. Woods for the purpose 
of carrying on a general store, and Mr. 
Woods dnd his partner have been ever since 
ongaged inputting up shelves and counters, 
Thoy were about through, and expected 
their stock oi goods this week. Tho origin 
■of the fi e ia very niyaterioua, aa there haa 
been no fire in tho lower part of tho build- 
ing for over a yoar, and none in tho upstairs 
since last Friday night, neither do any of 
tho gentlemen working there smoke or carry 
matches. 

'Ihe fire broke out about 8:30 in tho even- 
ing, at the rear of the bnildine. At about 
fifteen minutes to 9 a loud explosion occur- 
red which was felt at a distance of over a 
half mile, blowing out both ends of the 
building and throwing a couple of gentle- 
men some twenty feet, without, however, 
doing more than bruising them a little. 
Great excitement prevails as this is the sec- 
ond store that has been started here, and 
both have been destroyed by fire, 

Tho town waa also visited last Saturday 
night by threo villainoua looking tramps, 
who slept in an empty box car standing on 
the side track, and Sunday morning viaited 
some of tho neighboring houaea, trying to 
force tho back door of the section houao, in- 
habited at tlie time only by a woman and 
two small children, but seeing three or four 
of tho men of Cloverdalo coming thoy 
started on foot for Uncle Sam's boundary 
line, about seven miles south, and have not 
since been heard of.

Ottawa Citizen ; The Marine and Fish- 
eries Department have made a somewhat 
startling discovery in regard to the adminis- 
tration of the law relating to certificated 
masters and mates, in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces. In 1883 an act was put in opera- 
tion which required Canadian sailing ships 
of over 100 tons, engaged in tho coasting 
trade or plying on tho inland waters, to 
have a oerlifieatod master. It also re- 
(juirea every Canadian ateamer to have a 
master with a certificate, and steamboata 
allowed by law tn carry moro than -U) 
passengera are requiro'l to have certifi- 
cated mates aa well aa certificated maatera, 
and tho act placoa tho duty of enforcing 
tho law on Colleotora of Customs. An 
inquiry discovered that all over tho Mari- 
time ProvincQB tho act hud for ten long 
years been a dead letter, aa far as ferry bouts 
and tugs are oonoorned ; the collectors 
in some unaccountable way interpreting tho 
law as not applying to tuga and ferries, Tho 
minister of marine and fisheries has boon 
stormed by applications to suspend tho 
operations of this Act until certificated 
officers can be got. He has, however, re- 
fused to aasume an authority of responsi- 
bility which Parliament did not give him. 
All the parties concerned in the running of 
vessels by uncertificated offioers wiHIbe pro- 
scouted, and the conduct of the officers re- 
sponsible for the enforcement of the Aot will 
bo reported to the bead of their department.

Which Euds in the Fourth 

Ronud. 



A Dis^racefnl Bnsiuess ThrougLout- 
An Answer for Daun— Local 
Football. 




UDGED by the verdict 
of the epeotatora who 
last evening filled the 
air with lamentationa, 
the " fight to a finiah," 
whiloh wag the eportiDg 
event of yeaterday af- 
ternoon, was not much 
more exciting than 
would have boon so much gymnasium oxer-j 
ciae upon the regulation windbug. The; 
principals were Ed. Cuff and " Profeaaor "i 
George Beid, both of whom are for the time- 
being residents of Victoria. CuiT came here 
from the Sound, but before going there he 
had gained notoriety in San Frunciaco by 
putting an opponent into a sleep so sound 
that he never awoke. Ho has the appear- 
ance of a man who oan stand any amount of 
punishment, and when aroused ho fights 
with bull dog ferocity. Reid haa a good 
name aa an instructor, but in serioua work 
his performances have been disappointing. 

The contest determined yea^^erday has 
been on the cards for several weeks. 
The scene of the affajr was the Driving 
Park, and the appointed time was three 
o'olook in the afternoon. No announcement 
had been made in the newspapers, and dur- 
ing the week " bluff" allusions had been 
made to the probability of an excursion to 
flomo unfrcquinted island in the Gulf or a 
hurried viaic to the gravel pits at Spring 
Ridge; anrl mystery waa thus created which 
helped to increase the interest in the affair. 
Yesterday morning, however, word of the 
proper locality and time was boldly passed 
around, and in consequence, as three 
o'clock approached, there was quite a pro- 
ceaaion of vehicles up Fort street, and the 
electric cars were well filled. 

As the consideration waa to be the gate 
money the principals were in no hurry to 
commence while there waa a proepectof any 
further arrivals, and it waa near four o'clock 
when the master of oeremoniea called upon 
the crowd, in the bar-room of the park 
hotel, to vacate whilat} it waa being cleared 
for the fray. When they got outaido, a tall 
young man with a straw hat waa installed 
as doorkeeper, and another offered tickets 
of admisaioD for sale, at the modest price — 
for a fight to a finish — of §2 each. About 
sixty tickets were sold, and there were just 
enough spectators to lino the four sides of 
the room, which served as a ring without 
any ropes. 

Cuff entered attended by Mike Quilligan,. 
and Bob Foster, a fellow "professor," look- 
ed after Reid. Jack Hayes, master of cere- 
monies, assumed the duties of referee, after 
that office had been offered to and declined 
by "Billy" Smith, the Australian pugilist, 
who sententiouBly remarked, "I don't want 
to liave anything to do with it." .The re- 
feree opened the proceeding with the an- 
Bouneement that the pivot blow— Reid 's 
favorite — was barred, and that there 
had got to be a fight and a decision given 
before the money would be pai^ over. Then 
the men stepped forward and shook hands. 
They were stripped, Reid wearing only a 
light pair of trunks and Cuff knee breeches. 
They had on hard three-ounce gloves. In 
anticipation of the possibility of a visit by 
the police, a couple of pairs of Holt gloves 
were in reserve which some of the spectators 
were to assume, for the purpose of a mimic 
contest, should the police appear. 

It w»8 4 10 o'clock when time waa called 
for the first round of three minutes. After 
a few momenta cautious sparring Cuff 
landed a heavy blow on Reid's neck, and 
then each got in a good tap on the other's 
chest. Reid danced nimbly about, and 
landed a number of blows on (.luff's aide, 
but seemed to erhauat himself and when 
Cuff made a rush at him he fell to his knees 
beside the counter. He was quickly up, 
however, and there waa a brisk exchange of 
ineffMtive blows on the facoa. Reid dodged 
his antagonist, but at length came in the 
way of a poweiful drive, which caught him 
in the chest and brought him to his knoca 
against the wall. "That's a bird," ho 
gasped, as he came up with a faint smile. 
The men were again paying attention to 
each others' faces when time was railed, aiid 
they went to their corners for a minute. 

The second round opened in a spirited 
manner, Cyff getting in some severe blows 
on Beid's face. Careful sparring followed, 
and then Beid got his chance, landing two 
' ~blows, the first on Guff's chest and the next 
on the back of hia neck. His blows lacked 
force, however, aa he appeared to be badly 
winded. Cuff in return planted his fiat on 
Reid's nose, ai d the men cliuohtd; they 
separated and came together again in the 
same fashion, and when they broke away 
iimo was up. 

In the third round nearly a minute 
elapsed before the first blows were ex- 
changed. Cuff took up his station, as usual, 
in the centre of the room, and Reid circled 
about him. Cuff made a rush, and Reid 
backed up against the wall. Then each 
reached for the other's lower chest, and 
landed. 

" We both hit out the same way," said 
Reid, who had been making running re- 
marks all through. 

" We didn't go the same way that time," 
ho added, as he placed a blow on CulFs nose. 

" Talk less and you'll got along better, " 
one of the spectators called out. 

"If I did.i't talk I'd do nothing— that 
was a bird!' rrplitd Reid, the latter ex- 
clamation bcin.; I'le aoknowlodgment of u 
blow which brought him to his knees just 
as time was called. 

The fourth round opened with a hot ex- 
change of blows about the head and face, 
and Beid catching his opponent napping 
gbt la his best hit of the day, a straight tip 
on the mouth which promptly drew a stream 
of blood. This infuriated Cuff, and he 
mt^de a savage oneluughb. Wiping hia 
mouth with hia glove, ha covered that with 
blond, and every one of a swift succession of 
blows ho rained on Reid, left its 
red mark. Reid made for the wall, and 
when ho could gn no further, crouched 
again.it it. Cull' followed up hammering 
him until Roid got down to his kneoa and 
buried hia head for nlielter, while Cull' spat- 
tered bio back willi blood, as ho raim d down 
his blowe, at the amne time shouting : 
" Stand up you cui"!" The crowd finally 
hauled him off, and the referee announced 
(^uff the winner, li. id hnvinf^ failed to rise 
within the ten 'jreonilH r( quired. 

"Am I out?" inquired t he vanquiohed, 
and being answeicu in the sfiirmative, ho 
skipped nimbly away to his corner. Cuff 
attempted to follow him, hut a couple of 
men caught him hy the throat and hold him 
back. There was a scono of disorder, and 
when quiet waa a little restored the referee 
ordered the nion to shako hands before 
parting. Aa Reid came up for this pur- 



pose. Cliff struck him viciously on the nose. 

" You are a eur, that's all," ho Daid. 

" Yes, yea ; " humbly assented Roid, "call 
me what you like," and he disappeared to 
the dreasing room, while tho crowd got out- 
side. 

A report that tho police were coming 
caused some excitement for a moment, but 
it proved to bo a false alarm. When the 
first off were half way into town they mot 
Sergeant Laugley and a couple of members 
of tho Provincial police — within whoso juris- 
diction, the fight was held— driving rapidly 
nnt towards the park, bnt when the officers 
arrived there the place was pretty well de- 
serted. 

It is needless to say that tho spootatora 
were very much diaaatisfiod with tho sudden 
termination of the fight, for they had ex- 
pected that Reid would make a braver stand, 
though ^ff was all along the favorite.

BflAZILIAN AFFAIRS. 



Minister Mendoncaa Says Mello's Posi- 
tion is a Critical 
One. 



Conflicting: Stateniflnta as to the Con- 
dition of Affairs Between 
Parties. 



Washinoton City, Nov. 10.— Senor Men- 
doncaa, Brazilian Minister, does not believe 
that Admiral Mello haa again bombarded 
Rio Janeiro, although he has received by 

way of London, news which would indicate 
that the rebel leader yesterday poured 
a furious fusillade of ahot and shell 
into the Brazilian capital. The in- 
formation, although unofficial, came, 
the minister frankly states, from a trust- 
worthy source. Scnor Mendonous has no 
official confirmation of tho report. He ia in 
daily, almoat hourly, comiiiiiuicntion with 
the Brazilian foreign office, but none of hia 
advicea nuike mention of any overt act re- 
cently on Mello'a part. A dispatch from 
President Peixoto, made public in New 
York, contains no reference to a bombard- 
ment, and ho regards it aa unlikely that the 
city should have been Bhelled without the 
fact becoming generally known. 

Admiral Mello's situation is described by 
Senor Mendoncas as a desperate one. Hia 
ships are still in a badly crippled condition 
as a result of their encounters a fortnight 
ago with the Government forces. Ho haa 
no communication with the mainland. Ho 
securea hia supplies of food by running 
alongside the small coasters which carry 
produce to Rio and . paying for them 
in scrip. This scrip, the minister 
added, will have to be redeemed by 
the de facto government when the rebellion 
is crushed, which is another reason why it 
ia desirable to end the war as speedily aa 
possible. ?kloreover, Mello's ammunition ia 
getting rapidly exhausted. His position in 
tho harbor is such that he cannot, undr any 
circumstances, inflict damage upon any 
but the more isolated and outlying 
parts of the cqiital. Tho government 
buildings ui'.d gn-at commercial houses 
are out of the raiiL'e of hia guns. Tho Peix- 
oto government, .Senor Mendoncaa saya, ia 
holding ita own. The congrcBS, tho 
army, tho several staff asaemblies 
and the people generally from Rio 
(irande to Peru are loyal to the President. 
Tho veasela fitting out at Now York are 
expect cd to be of great service to Peix- 
oto, and their arrival at Bio is anxiously 
awaited. 

iMiniater Mendoncaa' advicea are that tho 
representatives of the Brazilian monarchical 
party in Europe arc disheartened at the 
lack of responsiveness to their sentiments 
among the people of Brazil. They hod ex- 
pected a groat uprising as a con- 
sequence of Mello'a revolt, and they 
do not conceal their diaappoint- 
meiit that it did not occur. This 
declaration led tlio minister to add that 
there is no monarchical party aa a party iu 
the republic. Whatever he says may be 
the outcome of th«\i^nding troubles the re- 
public will continue. ''Brazil has seen the 
:iat of a monarchy with tho deportation of 
Dom Pedro. 

Lo.'.-iioN, Nov. 10. — Tlie Times haa thia 
liHpiiicli from Rio do Janeiro : On Novem- 
l)'!r '.i the iuKurgenta placed their guns on 
the Island of Mocangue. They have daily 
UirmiBhes with tho government troops. 
The government forta contiiuied to. 
fire on VillL-gagnon Island. The cas- 
-iea are small. Tliu admiral haa 
a circular note to tho legations asking 
them to recognize his rights aa a bolligorent, 
and thus decreaao the danger to life and 
property. Tho legationa consider his appli- 
cation prematuro. There is, however,

The San Francisco Examiner, now that 
the Democratio party has met a reverse, 
bitterly and almost fiercely blames Pros! 
dent Cleveland for the disaster. This is 
always the way with weak-kneed and 
mean-apirited foUowcra. When matters are 
going on smoothly they are quiet, or if they 
are not pleased they content themselves 
with growling in an undertone ; bat as soon 
as the tide of fortune appears to bavo 
turned, they attack their leader and oover 
him with opprobrium. 

Never was reproach leao deaorved than in 
this case. Instead of injuring the Demo- 
cratic party, the ooarae puraaed by Mr. 
Cleveland has saved it from disgrace and 
univeraal contempt. 

If the counsels of the silver Democrat a 
and the anti-Chinese Deinoorata had pre 
vailed, if I'roaiilent Cleveland had couacntcd 
to bo their bumble servant, it ia hard to tell 
what condition the United States would be 
in to day both at home and abroad. There 
can be no doubt that the country would now 
be in the profoundeet depths of commercial 
dopreaaion. Tho downward movementwhioh 
tho Preaident arreatcd by iiia declaration to 
keep on redeeming the nation's obligatioua 
with gold, and by hia calling an extraordin- 
ary seaaion of Congress would have 
continued until the United States would 
be as near to financial ruin and general 
bankruptcy as a country with ita rPBourcos 
iind ita population by the stupidity and tho 
aalfiahneea of ita rulora could bo brought, 
Even after Congress liud nasemblod if Mr, 
Cleveland had not, with a firmneaa and a 
courage whiob has seldom been equalled, re 
fused to listen to all proposals of surrender 
or compromise, and if Congress had failed 
to pass the bill repealing the Sherman Act 
the United States would bo commerciuUy 
and financially in a moat lamentable condi- 
tion, and the failure of republican inatitu- 
tiona would be so signal and diagraccful aa 
to make those institutions a laughing stock 
for the enemies of popular government in 
every part of the world. Tho Examiner, 
and the ahort-aighted, selfiah politicinns 
whoso opiniona and feolinga the ]'>uiiiiuer 
expreesea, do not poaaess sufficient discern 
tnont to see the extent of the danger from 
which tho United States baa escaped chiefly 
throngb the wisdom, the oonrage, and tho 
foresight of Grover Cleveland, 

Tho stand which tho President took with 
respect to tho enforcement of the Geary 
Act, in an eapeoial manner excitoa tho anger 
of the Examiner. Here, again, the action 
or inaction of the President was moat bene- 
ficial to the United States. If he had acted 
as the Examiner and other newspapers of 
its stripe demanded, the Chinese would, in 
direct violation of tho terms of a solemn 
treaty, have boon driven out of the country. 
The United States would then appear be 
fore the world as a Bhamoleaa covenant 
breaker, a nation upon whose word it would 
be folly to rely. The President, as well 
as millions of bis fellow-citizens, knew this, 
and he acted in auch a way as to save his 
conntry from indelible disgrace. For this 
service alone ho doaorvea tho gratitudo of 
every honest man in tho nation over whoso 
oonnoila be presides. He has saved his 
oountry from being made a by-word among 
the nations. He has done even more than 
this. He has done much to preaervo for 
Christianity tho respect of tho heathen, not 
only in China but in other parte of ^tho non- 
Chriatiau world. History will, no doubt, 
do President Cleveland juatioe, and hia 
countrymen will be proud of him when his 
oalumniatoraanddetractora have been long 
forgotten. ■ 



WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

Tho New Zealiind Legislature has puaaod 
.-ku act making womaa suiTrago the law of 
tho laud, There seem to be no restriotiona 
or quulificationB in the law. "Everywhere in 
tho atatuto that tho word voter or elector 
occurs, woman as well aa man, female as 
well as male, is aigiiiSed. lu that colony, 
clierofore, womeu aro placed politically upon 
tho Bomo footing aa men. They do not now 
labor under any political disabilities. Every 
woman who possesses the voter's qualifica- 
tion may have hor nomo placed on the 
voters' list, and it is her privilege and hor 
duty to vote for the lawmakers of tho coun- 
try. Itiaiiaid, too, that the ladies upi)rf- 
ciato tho privilege, for shortly after the 
passage of the Aot no fewer than 11,000 lady 
electors in Auckland had their names placed 
on the register. 

Tho eufranchiaonient of tho women may, 
and probably will, efloct a great change in 
tho politica of Now Zjalund. If all the 
woinou qualified take advantage of the 
power given them by the new law the num 
hor of voters will be nearly doubled. The 
population of New Zealand conaiats of .'! 15, 
1-10 m.ileB and 805,287 females, and it ia be 
lievod in Sydney, N.3. W., that the female 
part of the population is entitled to ita full 
proportion of votes. 

Woman aulTrugo will have a fair trial in 
Now Zealand. Tho community ia a highly 
intelligent one. The women o.f that colony 
are as well qualified to exercise political 
power aa any women in the world. 
In Great Britain, and, perhaps, in 
tho United Stutea, there are a few 
gifted women who r.re better qualilied to 
take a part iu tho maougoment and direc- 
tion of the political affitira of the nation than 
any that are to be found in New Zealand; 
but, taken aa a whole, tho standard of 
female intelligence ia far higher in New Zea- 
land tliiiu it ia in tho Mother Country. 

Tho c ITects of the extension of the suirrage 
to tho women of Now Zealand will be care- 
fully iiOted by politicul atudcnta in overy 
part of the world. It will be interesting to 
watch whether the prediotions of the oppoU' 
onta of female sufTrago will bo verified in 
that colony. Will tho Now Zoiiland women 
become unaoxed ? Will they grow course 
and mannish ? Will they hccoine so absorbed 
in politica aa to neglect their domealii 
duties ? Will their conduct as voters prove 
that home, and nowhere else, is the proper 
sphere of woman. We were going to pro 
pheay, but we refrain. 

Then another question of great interest 
crops up whenever the subject of woman- 
hood sulTrage is considered. It ia tbia : 
Does not the power to vote imply or in- 
volvo the power to hold those offioea to 
which persona are chosen by the votes of 
their fellow citizens. Where womanhood 
suffrage obtaies, are not women competent 
to become the repreeentativea of the people 
and to enjoy all tho privileges and to exor- 
ciae all tho powers that repreaentativea of 
tho people enjoy and exercise '! Are not 
women in New Zealond now competent to 
become members of the Legislature and to 
oosupy seats in the Cabinet ? Cannot Mrs. 
Smith of, say, Auckland, aspire to become 
tho Hon. Mrs. .Smith and even Prime Minit- 
ter Smith '.' Extending tho aufTriigo to women 
in Now Zjaland opens a very wide field. 
As tho Legislature of that colony bua aaid 
"A," must it not in consiatenoy say " B," 
and " C " and " D " and all the rest of the 
political alphabet ? We must confess that 
we do not see where it can logically begin to 
place distinctions between tho political 
powers and privileges and competenciea of 
men and women. It has deolared them to 
be politically equal, and it must not shirk 
any of the consequences of that declaration.

Tho person who would doubt the gcuuine- 
noaa of thia extract would perhaps bo con- 
sidered by many to bo unreasonably suapicioua 
und iuctoduloua. liut it turna out that ho 
would be only reasonably sceptioaL 

When the news reached Winnipeg, a re- 
porter of the Tribune was sent to seo Arch- 
bishop Tache to find what ho had to say about 
the matter. To the reporter's surprise, no 
doubt, ho waa informed that the wholo thing 
was a fabrication. Theao are tho words in 
which tho Archbiahop'H denial is couched 

Tho despatch dated Ottawa, November 
!), and quoted from Le Canada, 
ia abaolutely and entirely without founda- 
tion us fur aa I am conoorned. I never 
wrote to Sir John Thompson in the manner 
mentioned in Le Canada, nor in any way to 
justify auch a report. 

Tliia is BufUoiontly explicit surely. But 
Hia Grace did not stop horo. Tho inter- 
viewer proceeds ; 

Continuing, His Grace said he had never 
soon Sir John Thompson since November

GOAL TO BE I'REE. 

There has been a good deal of talk in tho 
States us to what iu to bu done with bitu- 
minous coal by tho frumers of the new tariff 
Tho mine-owners in some of tho atutes have 
taken alarm and have besought the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means to keep the pro- 
tective duty on coal, and rumors have been 
afloat that the frumers of the tariff have 
been prevailed upon to make an exception 
of coal wlicn thoy place thu raw muterialu of 
manufacture on tho free Hat.

of the cardinal features of the tariff revision 

ia free raw material, and these two items 
are prominent in that category. I believe 
it will hudoue by a strict party vote in com- 
mittee." 

The Now York Times, in commenting on 
thia atatcment, says : "Tho committee 
ahould provide for the removal of the duties 
on wool, coal and iron ore at the beginning 
of its task."

Mr. Pemberton had been 
Buffering for some timo from a weak heart 
and tha immediate cause of death was the 
bursting of a small blood-vessel in that 
organ. When it wan evident that life was 
exiincttbo body was laid out in Mr. Noble's 
bouse and removed to the family residence 
later in the evening. The coroner was noti- 
fied but did not consider un inquest neces- 
sary. 

The news of the fatality was heard with 
sorrow and conateiuation by friends of the 
family who hud only a few hours before seen 
Mr. Pemberton apparently in good health, 
and it seemed almost impotsible for seme of 
them to realize that he was dead. 

Joseph Despard Pemberton was one of 
the best known men in British Columbia, 
and one of Victoria's oldest and most 
respected citizens. Bom in Dublin, Ireland, 
72 years ago, ho came to Kritish Columbia 
as Colonial Surveyor in 1851. After serving 
in this capacity till 1864, he resigned and 
retired to his farm "Gonzales," then well 
outaide of Victoria, and spent tho life of a 
country gentleman. Taking a pronfinent 
part in tho development of the colony, ho 
waa a member of the first Legislature, and 
Hon. Mr. Higgina nosr has in hia posaeaaion 
a picture of the members, in whioh the late 
Mr. Pemberton, then a young man, ia re- 
presented as standing behind tho then 
Speaker, Hon. Mr. Helmcken. Aa Survey- 
or-General, Mr. Pemberton drew up plans 
for tho dredging of the harbor and pur- 
chased machinery for carrying on the work. 
Thia was not prosecuted, however, till after 
Confederation, but tho work has ainco been 
carried out on tho lines laid down by him. 
A publio-apirited citizm, Mr. Pemberton 
laid out and presented to the Government 
the preaent Oak Bay aveuuo, running 
through Gonzilea farm, which at that time 
comprised some 1,200 acres. Of late yeara 
ho entered into buainesa with hia son as J. 
D. Pemberton & Son, surveyors. 

Mr. Pemberton loaves a widow, three 
sons and three daughters to mourn his loss. 
The funeral will probably take place on 
Tuesday.

Desetiptio'u" o* the Several Bnildiugs 
—Precautious to Eimare Com- 
fort auU Safety. 

Experiencfl teanhea, and that of thn Vic 
toria City Council in connection with the 
anmllpox outbreak of last year, if coatly and 
grievous, has resulted In the provision of 
tho hospital for contagious diseases jnat 
completed, and whioh is located in prox- 
imity to the Jubilee licspilal. Mayor 
Heaven liy invitation paid u visit to the 
new buildings yesterday afternoon and, 
having been shown through by Contractor 
Brown, expressed bimse.'i as well pleased 
with tho way in which the work has bnen 
carried out. 

The plans were designod and drawn by 
Mr. \V. K. Wilson, based on tho moat 
modern ideas of scientific sanitation and 
facilitica for tho eff-iotivo treatment of dan- 
geroua disoaaoa. Mr. J. G. Brown, tho 
contractor, carried out the plana, the rcanlt 
being a set of buildmgs character- 
istic of the work of that well- 
known builder. They are solid, 
substantial and tlioroughly finished, with 
nothing in their general construction that 
would give one the idea of oheapncas or Qim- 
sluees. This is the impression given by each 
ono of the fine structures composing tiao 
group, The two. main buildings are con- 
structed of brick, the walls being heavy and 
thick, and the roofa of slate. The larger of 
tho two ia what is called Ibo public, or 
double ward block. Il has a spacious, well- 
sheltered veri.ndiih opening on the south 
aide, a doublu door six and a half fuel in 
Vi-iilib forming the entraneo, behind wliieli ia 
a vestibule of uonio six feet, afier which the 
visitor has to pass through a corridor bufore 
entering iho building Hero a wide hall 
way extends to tho right and left, leading 
into tho wards at each end. 'I'heae rooms are 
'-'2x10 feet, with largo windowo throwing in 
ahundauce of light, a transom over each 
window opening so as to let the draft strike 
tho ceilini; first, instead of the patient ly- 
ing beneath. In addition to thia, there are 
other judieioualy placed ventilatora in the 
room, and heating facilities on the most im- 
proved method. In this latter feature, so 
important in the treatment of smallpox, 
nothing is waotiog, the appointments being 
BO arranged aa to bo in perfect c introl. The 
ceilinga are lofty, and tho walla smoothly 
finished, so as to be readily and eaaily 
cleanaod. At one end of tho ward is a door- 
way, giving access to the sanitary olficea of 
that end of tho building. Theeo conaiat of 
a batb, watcr-cloaet and lavatory, 
all cheerful looking and well- light- 
ed apartments, and fitted with 
every requisite. The floors throughout the 
building are finished in asphalt, and, like 
the walls, in the most approved manner 
with a view to cleanlinese. Adjoining each 
ward are a pantry, storeroom and linen 
closet. The kitchen is a largo apartment, 
well designed, and built for its especial pur- 
pose. 

A little cast of this building ia situated 
the morgue, whioh is constructed of wood. 
To tho west ia what ia termed tho " cot- 
tage," or building for paying patients. Thia 
is of the aamo solid, and well finished char- 
acter aa tho double ward block. It ia de- 
aigned to include a complete establiahnieut 
in itself, and ia accordingly supplied with 
every essential to that end. It is a two- 
atory atructure, with largo ward, dining- 
room and general ollicea dovvuataira, tlic 
upper floor to bo used for tho purposes of 
tho stall. Tlio sanitary, culinary and other 
appointments are of the best. 

The laundry, with its improvements and 
facilities, ia a building that is well worthy 
of its name, supplied as it is with every 
possible convenience for the fulfilment of 
its purpose. 

The remaining atructure is tho disinfect- 
ing room, where the discharged or cured 
patients will have to go through tho final 
process before they are allowed to re- mingle 
with their fellow-creatures outside. This 
also lacks ncthiog to make it complete in a 
sanitara and medical sense. 

Special attention has been paid to tho 
drainage system, which Is carried out in 
such a manner as to entirely purify all matter 
from disease. The sewerogefirst eaters alarge 
cesspit at one end of the grounds; from 
there it is filtered through an extensive area 
of Bubsoil, Fire protection is afforded by 
hydrants oonneoted with a four-inch main, 
which has been laid In from the city sup- 
ply. 

Tho whole is well sheltered from the road, 
and what can be seen of the buildings from 
the thoroughfare standa out in ninrked and 

creditable contrast to the co'lection of 
shacka that graced the hospital grounds last 
year. Tho work of construction haa been 
carried on expeditiously and to the satisfac- 
tion of all ooncerned.

From Victoria. 



The Story of the Scene Deoleted by 
M. yaeutin's Well Directed 
Brush. 

Profeaaor Bene Quantin's studio in the 
Five Siatcra' block at present contains a 
large historical painting, upon which M. 
Qaentin has been working intermittently 
during the past six months, and to which he 
is no IV giving the finishing touches. The 
canvas is (ix feet long by four feet eix, and 
the picture one that telle its story without 
the ai l of an interpreter. 

The scene is laid at the doora of the Con- 
vent des Qrands Augnstins ; the time— -the 
night of the St. Bartholomew masgaore of 
1 10 sixteenth century. Those who have read 
Prosper Nerimee'a Uhronique du rerpi/t tie 
Charli.^ IX., will have no difDoulty in re- 
cognizuig the terrible tableau — "the heroic 
do ith (f Comte d'Aubigno. 

Va-cillatiijg Cliarlea IX had, at the solicit- 
ation of his mother, issued a decree that 
Catholics and the clergy arm theinaelvea 
and conapicudUBly wear on St. B^irtholo- 
mow's eve u white croas, in token of their 
fuith — for on that night all who had not ab- 
jured the Protestant religion and assumed 
the symbol were to be meroileasly put to 
death. Among these doomed to extermina- 
tion were Comte d' Aubigne, a noted histor- 
ian, and his family. The former owned ua 
his dearest friend the Abbot, on whoso pro 
tectioD, if worst came to worst, ho relied. 
The dreadful night arrived, and with the 
shrieks of the assassinated ringing in hia eura 
and the llamea of burning Protestant homes 
reddening tho sky, the Count fled with his 
family to tho doora of tho great church 
where, in the Abbott'a friendship, he hoped 
to find security. It Is here that the picture 
takes up the tale. 

Tho doors of the church are opening and 
tho Abbott and his robed procession, bear- 
ing candle and cross, are emerging, the 
former holding aloft a silver crucifix. At 
the foot of the steps d'Aubigus has im- 
plored protection, and, halting half-way, 
the Abbott has exclaimed : 

"It is not for me to set aside the King's 
decree. Abjure or die !" 

Oa the one side are seen the bodies of 
others whose deaths have preceded those of 
the noble family. In tho centre is tho 
heroic figure of tho Count, wounded but 
Btill liattling bravely for tho wife whose 
prostrate body he protects, and the daugh- 
ter who supplicates the niurderoua Boldiery 
for mercy. A son, standing by hia falher'a 
side, has just received hia mortal wound. 
The whole picture is full of dramatic fire — 
it impresses with the dread meaning of the 
scene. 

To tho left, over the armored troop-i and 
the silent Seine, the gray light of morning 
is breaking, while to the right the dull 
glare of the burning city mingles with the 
feeble gleam of the night lantern— weird 
and depressing. Tho composition of the 
picture is credttublo to the artistic imagina- 
tion of tho compoacr, the coloring in Bimie 
particulars horribly realistic, and the cfl'ects 
of the strange and varied lights handled 
witl. genius. The painting ia probably the 
uiosfc notable of its claes, or perhaps any 
other, which has been given to the art world 
from liriti.sh Odumbia, and it will no doubt 
attract more than passing attention at the 
Midwinter ICxp lailinn, where it is expected 
it will be exhibited after Victoriuna have 
had un opportunity ol inapecting it. 

M. Quentin is a pupil of the great mas- 
ters Geroinc and Liwrens, aevorul peculiari- 
tiea of whoso styles are to bo traced in this 
latest production of liis brusli. " Abjure or 
Die," as the pioturo is entitled, has been 
produced under great difiiaulties, neither 
coatumea nor models being obtainable.

The contract for the repair of the San 
Mateo has been awarded to tho Albion Iron 
Works of this city, and on Monday tho ves- 
sel will bo brought from Enquimalt harbor 
and docked at the outer wharf, where the 
repaira are to be executed.

There will bo sixty 
thousand pounds weight of ateel in tho now 
plates to bo put in in place of those ahat- 
tered by tho explosion. Beaidea thoao from 
Viotoria, tendera for the repair work were 
received from Vancouver and from San 
Francisco. 

DISAPPOrNTED WATBU THIEVES. 
An unaucceaaful but bold attempt at rob- 
bery was made on Friday night on board 
the Seattle sealing schooner South Bend, 
which liea at anchor a short distance above 
the K. & N. railroad bridge, and a little 
way otl" the Indian reserve. Tho thieves 
were after tho schooner's e(|uipment. Two 
unknown men boHrded the veasel from tho 
reserve side by meana of a amall Siwash 
canoe, apparently hardly largo cnoughor sea- 
worthy enough to bear t hem up,aod were in the 
act of loading some canvas from tho schooner 
into their little cruft when the night watch- 
man of the veasel appeared. He had been 
aroused by the noise tho intruders made in 
the forward hold, and coming on deck from 
tho cabin, discovered tho canoe. So sur- 
prised and frightened by the watchman's 
appearance were the robbers, that careless 
of their plunder, they jumped heedlessly 
into tho canoe and upaot it. Fortunately for 
themselves they were good awininiers and, 
though with considerable difficulty, 
reached shore aafely. The watchman, bow- 
ever, secured the canoe, which he keeps in 
his posaeaaion.

THE POUND BY-LAW. 

The Municipal Counoil of tho Corporation of 
the City of Viotoria enacts as fol- 
lows t 

Boo. 1. Lota 18, 19 urd 20 in Block fi8 and in 
part ot illock 73, Hpriug Uidgo, aitunti on 
Quoena A\ enuo and Chamber street, or aiich 
other place or places UB ehnll bodeaiRnated by 
tho Council from tlmo to tinio, uro hereby 
established a City Pound, and shall bo main- 
tained as such by the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria. 

Sec. 2. Tho Council may, from tlmo to time 
appoint n Pound-keeper at such salary or ro- 
nmneration aa it may decide and appropriato 
out of tho annual revenue. 

Sec. 3. The Ponnd-keepor may emoloy sach 
asalatant or assistants as the OonnoU may, by 
rosolui-Ioa, ftu-horbsshtm ai to do; provided 
that tho Council has named tho romuDorutlon 

and appropriated out of tho revenue tho 
amount auch aasislant ia lo recolvo, and that a 
warrant authorizing the payment has first boon 
Issued. 

Sec. i. The Pound-keeper shall glvo a bond 
to the Corporation of tho Oity In the penal 
sum of two hundred and fifty dollars, condi- 
tinned that the said Pound-keeper shall well 
and faithfully diachargo tho duties of his offl'^e, 
and shall regularly pay over all moneys to the 
Corporation which may come into We hands aa 
auch Pound-keeper. 

Sec. 5. Tho City Treasurer shall furnls^tho 

Poundkqepor with a b;>ok In which the pound- 
keeper shall enter a description of every animal 
inipnunded by him, with the name of the per- 
son who took or sent the same to bo impound- 
ed, the day and honr on which tho anlnia' 
cimo Into his charge aa Poundkeopor, tho day 
and hour on which the same was redeemed, 
diaeharKcd, or otlierwiao dealt with or disposed 
of ; tho name of the person and the amomit 
tiaiil by the iiorson redeeminK tho animal, or. 
if eohl. tho name of tho ptirchaser, the amount 
that wiis paid for tho aiiimal, and tlio amount 
ot tho e.vpenau therujn , and the balance, if 
any, remaining over and above tho penalty, al 
lowanco and oxponsea, and to whom tho sanio 
haa been paid, wliich balance (if any) shall 
prior to making tho return to tho auditor, be 
paid over lo the City Treasurer. 

Sec. U, Ttro Poundkecpor shall at tlie end of 
tho mouth make a return to tho City Auditor, 
in writiiiK, conipriaing tho abovo information, 
and any other information ho or tho auditor 
may deem uocoaaary, which return shall bo 
verillod by statutory declaration of the Pound- 
keeper. 

ScK. 7. Tlio Poundkeopor shall pay over to 
tho City Troasuror all money received by liim 
orcein ovo y month, or ofLener if Instructed 
ao to do, anil shall at all tiinca produce hia 
hooka for tho Inspection of any member of the 
Council, or the Audilor, or the Treasurer, when 
re<iucaLed ao tj do. 

Sec. 8. No borsT, ass, male, ox, bull, cow, 
cattle, awino, hog, sheep, goal, goose, duck, or 
dog (except doga registered aa hereinafter 
mentl'jncd) shall ho permitted lo run at largo, 
or trespass In tho city, ac any time, or to graze, 
browse, or food upon any of the atrceta. 
B(iuarca, lanea, parks, alloys, or public placca of 
tho cliy, or upon any unfoncea lots.or unfenced 
land wdthln tho city limits under tho following 
penalties against tlio owners, or keeners. or 
persona having charge of tho same, viz. : 

For each horso. ass, mule, ox, bull, cow 

or othercattlo §2 00 

For each swine, hog, sheep, or KOat, or 

other aniujal 50 

For each dog, or goose, or duck '25 

Sec. 9. It any of tlio animals mentioned in 
section 8 of this By-]nw (except doga regiatored 
as hcrelnaf tor-mciilioned), are found at lirge, 
or tre-<pnsaing within the Inoila of tho City of 
Victoria, or grazing, browsing, or feeding upon 
any of the atreols, aiiuarcs, lanes, parks, alleya, 
or public places of the said city, or upon any 
unfenced lota or land within the city hmlts, it 
shall be taken by the Pound-keeper or his as- 
sistant, and driven, led, or oarrl^ to the said. 
City Pound, and be there impounded, and it 
aball be tho duty of the Pound keeper, bo to Im* 
pound such animals. 

Sec. 10. It shall bo unlawful for any person 
to tie or tothor any animal mentioned in acc- 
tlon 8 of this by-law in any street, lane, park, 
alloy, or other public plaoo In the Ci(;y for tho 
purpose of allowing such animal to graze, 
browHC, or teed unon any grass in the eaid 
streets, larea, parka, alleys, or other public 
places In tho city, and any person who violate 
tlio pruvisiona of lliiH seclion shall bo liable lo 
tho ponaltiea provided by this by-law, and tlio 
animal shall bo deemed a trespasser within 
the city. i 

Sec II. Any person or persons who find any 
ot tho animals mentioned in section 8 of this 
by-law, running at large or trespassing within 
the city limits in contravention of this by-law, 
may drive, lead or carry the said animal to tho 
said pound, and it shall be the duty of the 
Poundkeopor to receive and impound tho 
aamo. 

Sec. 12. It shall bo tho duty of all ofilcors and 

conatablos of the police force of the Said City, 
whenever thoy aec or meet any ot tho animals 
mentioned in ace ion 8 of this by-law running 
at Iar,(e. or Ireapasning within tho cily limits 
In contravention of thia by-law, or whenever 
their attention is direolcd by any person lo any 
such animal running at large or Ireaiiasaing, as 
aforesaid, to immediately take charge cf such 
animal, and drive, load or carry, or cause tho 
same to bu driven, led or carried to tho pound. 

Sec. 13, The Pound-keeper shall daily furnish 
all animals Impounded In tho City I'ound with 
good and sufllciont food, water and elielter, 
and for ao doing Hliail deoiaiid and receive 
from the reapeclivo ouiiora of .siich aniniala, or 
from the keepers or poraons in whoae charge 
tho animala ouj^dit to be, for tho use of the Cor- 
poration, thj following allowance over and 
above tte fees for impounding, namely: 

For each horso, ass mule, bull, COW or other 
cattle, ^ cents per day. 

For each swine, hog. sheop or goat, or other 
animal, 23 cents per day. . 

For each dog, or goose or duck, 10 conta per 
day. 

Sec. U. It tho owner of any animal impound- 
eil, or any other person entitled to redeem the 
same, shall appearand claim suoh BHlmal at 
any tlmo before tho sale tlioreof, it shall bo the 
duty (.f tho Pound-keopor, or his .assistant, to 
deliver up tho aamo on receiving tho amount 
in full of tho peniilty and the allowance, and 
the expcn.-jes cli irgoablo for c«ch and every 
animal, and In addltlQU tlioreto, if tliu animal 
redeemed Is a dog, the annual tax thorefor. 

goo. 15. It shall bo tho duty of tho Pound- 

knoper, or hia le siatant, before making delivery 
of any animal so impounded, before sale, or on 
payment of Hurplua money after sale, to obtain 
from thu pcri;on or persona claiming the aamo, 
hia, her, or their naniu or naiiiea and roaidence, 
and to enter tho s iino in a book, togothor with 
the date ^^hcn such animal was Impounded, 
and tho date when tho same was sold or re* 
deemod, aa tho caao may bc. 
Sec.il6, If no person shall appear to claim 



fuch animal or animals ao impounded within 
three daya aUer tho S'lnio may havo been im- 
pounded, or It tho poraon clttlminBSUch animal 
shall refuse or negleot lo pay tho penalty and 
tho allowance and cxiiensea chargcablo there- 
on, it shall bo tho duly of tlio Pound-keeper lo 
glvo at loaat seven daya' notice of the sale 
thereof.

Seo. 18. If, at tho expiration of tho time 
apecifled in tho said notloo, no person shall ap- 
pear to claim the animal or animals therein 
specified and referred to, or If any person shall 
appear lo claim tho aamo, but shall refuse or 
neglect lo pay the penalty and the allowanco 
and tho cxponaos accrued and cbaiged on suoh 
animal or animals, it sban be lawful to seU 
the samo, and the animal or animals shall bo 
ofTored to public competition and sold to the 
highest bidder by the Pound-keeper at the 
City Pound. 

Seo. 19 If the animal bo a horse, aaa, mulo, 
ox, bull, cow. or other callle, it shsll bo adver- 
tised in a newspaper at least three days before 
such sale. 

Sec. 20. If, after the sale of any animal as 
atoreaaid, the pnrchaaor does not immediately 
pay the price thereof, tho I'ound keeper may 
fortliwitli cause tho animal to be ro-sold, and so 
continue to do until tho price 1b paid. 

Soo. 21. In cafe of the sale of any Impounded 
animal or animala, the Bail Pound-keeper shall 
retain out of the procoida of audi sale an/llei- 
ent lo pay the amount ot tho penalty and tho 
allowanco and all expenses chargeable by him 
on account of the said animal or animals. 

Seo. 22. If, after Buoh sale, and whilst tho 
proceeda thereof remain In the hands of tho 
Pound-keopor, tho former ownor of any animal 

or animals so impounded and sold aliall appear 
and claim the proceeda of aunh sale, it almll bo 
tho duty ot tho Pound-keeper to deduct from 
the proceeds of aucli aalo the penalty and tho 
allowance and all exjicnsea ch irKeuble under 
this by-law, to afccortain the namo and address 
ot such owner, and to ijay over tlio balaneo of 
the proceeds ot . uch uale, If any, to thu jierson 
ao claiming to bo the owner, upon satisfactory 
proof of ownership being given to such Pound - 
keeper. 

Sec. 23, No person or persona shall break 
open, or in any manner, directly or indirectly, 
aid or asslat in breaking open tho pound, or 
shall take or let any animal or antmala there- 
oat, without the consent of the Pound-keeper. 

Soo. 21. Each and every person who shall 
hinder, delay or obstruct any person or persons 
engaged In driving, leading, or carrying to tho 
pound any animal or animals liable to be Im- 
pouwdod under tho provisions ot this by-law 
shall, for oach and every olfenco, be liablcJ^o 
tho penalty hereinafter mentioned. 

Soo. 25. If any dog, impounded as aforesaid. 
Is not redoomod within ten daya after suoh im- 
pounding, it shall bo lawful for tho Pound- 
keeper to kill it. 

Sec. 20. Every poraon who pays tho annual 
tax for a dog, as mentioned In tho " Itoveuuo 
By-law," shall therepon bo entitled to have 
auch dog rogiatored, numbered, and described 
In a book to bo kept for this purpose 
at the office ot the City Treasurer, and to 
receive a metal badge or tag. stamped with tho 
year for which the tax Is paid, and tho number 
of tho registration, and in case any dog ahall 
be found at largo within tho municipality at 
any time without suoh a badgo or lag, aa aforo- 
aaid, auch dog shall be deemed to bo at large 
within tho meaning of clause 8 of this bylaw. 

Sec. 27. In the event of a dog being Im- 
pounded and the owner proving to the satis- 
taction of the Pound- keeper or the City 
Treasurer that tho annual tax had been paid 
and the metal badgo or tag had been removed 
before the impounding of the dog. It shall be 
lawful for the Pound -keeper to release suoh dog 
from tho pound at once, and enter the particu- 
lara In his book. 

Sec. 28. It shall be lawful for tho Pound- 
keeper, or his as-!stant, or othor persons, as 
aforesaid, to impound any dog found running 
at large In tho olty and not wearing a metal 
badge or tag in accordance with tho last pre- 
ceding ecction of this by-law. 

fioc. 29. No person eliall keep or harbour any 
dog which habitually disturbs tho quiet of any 
person, or which ondnngers the saiety of any 
person by bltiog or otherwise. 

Sec. 30. Every person convicted of an infrac- 
tion of any provision ot this by-law ahall forfeit 
and pay therefor a penalty not exceeding fifty 
dollars. 

Seo. :il. The " Pound By-law. No. (U5, 30," ia 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 32 This by-law miy bo ol:ed as tho 
" City Pound By-law, 1SU3."

lie took a vacation tho other day and 
went into tho country about eight or ten 
miles, which simply takes me into a 
muddier part of London, but he came 
homo to his meals, and after eating us 
out of house and home returned to his 
play. 

It is very hard for an American gentle- 
man to know|how to treat a valot. I've 
had Clarence two weeks now, and all He 
has done so far was to reach up my back 
for a suspender that had escaped mo. 
He said ho could ahavo mo when I en- 
■ gaged him, and he could If 1 did not re- 
gret it so after ho did it. He got mo in 
a chair upholstered with horse hair 
cloth, and which I fell out of twice while 
ho was working my face into place by 
means of my nose, then he shaved ine 
with a razor that was captured during 
tho Crimean war, and I can truly say 
that Plum Levi, Patton avenue, Ashe- 
ville. North Carolina, U. S. A., in his 
best liighta of genius could not approach 
Clarence. Plum might have been as 
gifted in iho matter of torture, but he 
never had the preceding generations of 
that sort of thing to help him. 

I've a good notion to retire Clarence, 
for he has gut after all a degree of appe- 
tite and dignity which make people mis- 
take him for tho gentlenian of tho tvt o. 
Possibly it's partly , too, because I'm 15 
years younger than ho and natjirally 
more frisksome and debonairo. 

The second morning after I took those 
lodgings I did not get my boots (some- 
tiinos called shoes) from the blocker 
down stairs, and so I went down myself.

As ho sort of 
directs my diet so that I won't get the 
gout, wiiich threatened mo for 10 days 
and nights, he makes suggestiona which 
suit him. 

¥i)v breakfast we take a solo, with a 
Ijiiileil egg, toast, coU'eo and possibly 
some liver and bacon, with apoUinaris, 
which is fivepence a boctlo. Then for 
lunch at 1:30 we have a beautiful mack- 
erel — not a fossil mackerel, with Ins 
bosom full of brine, but a tender, blue 
eyed mackerel, with a radient com- 
ple.\.ion and genujne good feeling. Then 
a big, juicy steak, with brown gravy. Oh, 
sir, me eyes, but that steak and that 
gravy make England look good to nio, 
and I am willing to let bygones be by- 
gones. Then there is fine old stilton 
cheese, with what I used to call a crack- 
er, but now a biscuit. Also celery and 
lirussela ajirouts, witii a bottle of Bur- 
gundy, liecauso water here is only used 
externally. 

Then at C:' wo have dinner. I have 
the name of paying for it and Clarence 
oats it. It is a fine broiled fish after 
some anchovies and pea aoup. Then a 
joint and a bird with a buttlo of Moselle 
and sweets. Sweets aro mostly tarts. 
I've nevjr c .ton one. They look like 
a medallion in paste and gooseberry, and 
I've often that if Her Most Gracious 
Slajoaty tho Quoou of Groat Britain, 
/Empress of India and Tamer of Ireland 
-would sOroe day while I'm up at hor 
place for dinner decorate mo with one 



of thom, I'm wear it on my breast forovor, 
I saw Sir Edwin Arnold a few days in 
Piccadilly, and tho following day saw a 
column or two devoted by him in The 
Telegraph to .America, and generally to 
local songs like the "Swanoo Rivor," 
comparing our local songs with those of 
tho Scotch, tho Iriah, French, Italian, 
and so forth. When ho says our scenery 
ia "stringy," however, I say that his own 
is very tart. Here follows Arnold's 
piece : 

"Thoso thoughts como to me, remem- 
bering aometliiiig that happened in a long 
journey wIucIa 1 took last year between 
New York and Now Orleans, going round 
by the B(juth and following what is called 
by enterprising railway advertisers there 
tho 'Sunset route.' Train travelling in 
tho States is wonderfully woU organized 
and fairly comfortable for long trips, but 
it cannot be said that the average scenery 
of tho great republic is beautiful or inter- 
esting. There is an aspect about the.gon- 
oral American landscape which can bo 
best dolined as 'stringy.' Tiio trees aro 
s])indly, the wild growth of woods and 
wastes ia ragged, and even in some of tho 
prettier combinations hideous collections 
of black and half burnt stumps deface 
the prospect and make tho land scorn liko 
a collection of cemetortes in memory of 
its bygone forests. 

"When onco you get out of the largo 
and woU built towns and cities, tho coun- 
try regions are full of mean and ugly 
wooden houses made of weather b<iard, 
and as you go farther south these degen- 
erate into ragged farmhouses, which paint 
upon their roofs the names of patent 
medicinos in staring letters, or negro 
shanties scarcely more human in appear- 
ance than pigstios. South of \\'aaliing- 
ton there are certainly S(jnie cliarming 
regions under tlie lihio ridge and among 
the wood.s of Virginia, and cluuate and 
scenery both alter a little for 
tho bettor when tho train crosses into 
North Carolina, and you run down by 
llendershani and Rtileigh, Spartonburg, 
Columbia and Augusta, through South 
Cariihna. 

"Tlie eye, piuldened by tiie abaonce of 
furred and featlicri'd life in the desolated 
rural districts of tho North, sees here 
with pleaauie tho buzzard and tho hawk 
ho\eriug in the sky, the wild fowl clus- 
tering upon the inlets and swamps, and 
in tho forests sijuirrels and chipmunks 
playing about, with perhaps a doer or 
two. 'i'iio cypres.suH and great white 
.-tycainorcs arc a welcome cliiingo from 
the live oak and maplo and lir, and the 
negro population, growing denser, lends 
an interesting feature to the prolonged 
journey. 

"Farther south your train goes 'march- 
ing through CJeorgia,' and you begin to 
feel tho inlluences of a subtropical lati- 
tude in tho vegetation and character of 
tho conuuiin lite. Typos of tho South- 
erner and his belongings enter and leave 
the carriage and divert by tho novelty of 
their ideas and language, while the odd 
mixture of American with Indian, French 
and classical names for tho towns enter- 
tains you in passing from Columbia to 
Augusta, Augusta to Macon, Macon to 
Vienna and Abbeville, and so by Val 
d'Osta, Trader's Hill, Jasjier, Live Oak, 
Talahassce, and dozens of strangely en- 
titled spots, to Bristol. 

"But it is all somewhat tedious in its 
monotony until, approaching Florida and 
tho coast of tho gulf of Mexico, you como 
into more special scenery, where the 
Spanish moss swings upon tho dark for- 
est trees, and the palmetto shoots up 
from the lagoons, ana over the intermin- 




able sea marshes between Appalachoo bay 
and New Orleans flights of long tailed 

shrikes and gray crows fill tho air, and 

thejstagnant vvaterswanns with catfish and 
alligat(jrs. i like .\incricii, and have 
good reason to lik<' hoi', but look back 
upon the greater part of that [irodigioua 
jonrnc;y witli tho recollection (jf a fatigue 
and ennui such as few railway trips ever 
loft behind. 

"As you not westward, between Now 
Orleans and tho Pacific coast, passing 
through Louisiana and tho immonao 
deserts of southern Texas, things are dif- 
fi.Tent. Vast as is the monotony there 
also, you cannot pa.HS for the lirst time 
across the Colorado river and through 
the s:ind wastes of tlie .\pacho mountains 
to El Paso and tlio UioOrande without 
pleasure in studying tho extraordinary 
landscapes. It is another world from 
that which you have travorsod whon you 
rattle along tlirough the curious thickets 
of candelabra cactuc on tho Llano Eata- 
cado of New Mexico, and thence to 
Arizona and tho wonderful foothills of 
Lower California." 

1 do not know whoro Hendorsham is, 
but imagine he means Hendersonvillo. 
Wo are grateful for what ho says of 
Nortii Car<dina and the railroad, but we 
dislike what he says of "stringy" scenery. 
'J'hat is not tho fault of nature, for it is 
beautiful and prosperous to look at. Tho 
farmers who havo sold their very roofs to 
purveyors of mandrake pills, who are 
such by special appointment of His 
Royal Ballness tho Prince of Wales, will 
never come to a good end. 

Still that is pleasaiitor to mo than tho 
scenery along tho underground railway. 
Did you ever got in a cheai) car— down 
cellar whoro the sun has never dried the 
mud that Julius Ca'sar brought with him 
from Rome, and whore the same old air 
is still atugnating, tilled with the sulphur 
and sewer gas that Brutus complained of 
in the county papers 1.1 OS years B. 0.,

If not, you should do so then. 

1 hate to pick a quarrel with , a pool 
who is older and smarter in every way 
than I. but I'd rather ride among long 
tailed shrikes and stringy trees that are 
just "doing tho best they can" than to

darkness, tho bad air of this black go[)hor 
hole, and with tho risk of lo.iing your 
Watarbury watch before you can say 
John H. Bobinson.

Wahhihoton, Noi/, U-— At the head- 
quartera of the Hawaiian i-Apresentatives 
nothing definite bos been received f'<"" 
Thurston, who was supposed to have left 
Chioago last night for Washington. It waa 
stated, this evening, that the Minister had 
possibly turned hia face towards San 
Franciaoo, and was eudoavoring to 
catch tho steamer, which sails for Hono- 
lulu on Thursday. 

Inquiry at the Department of State war- 
rants tho statement that the Presldeht haa 
given Ilia approval to a series of fludings in 
the Hawaiian alViir, There ia still a quea- 
tion US to wlial will be necessary to re- 
store tho ante-bellum st.itua on tho 
islands, but it is generally believed that 
tho ri-iireseutations of Minister Willis to 
the t-lVect that the Prcaident deairoa that 
tho Queen bo re-enthroned are not suffi- 
cient. Admiral Irwin will bu called upon 
orcisB hia functions and land the 
naval forces of tho United Stutca ateani- 
ahipa Philadelphia and Adams and 
h through tho atrceta of Honolulu, 
drugging gatling guns to Government 
House. It is highly probable, however, 
that the Provisional (lovernment will nlFer 
such obatinate rceislance as to neccsaitato a 
niilitarv demonstration. Tho actual atrenglh 
of tho United Slates forces at Honolulu, in 
case of active opera! iona, it is uuderatood, is 
not more than 3UU otilcers and men, but this 
number, with the aooesaion of the royalists 
would oert^iiily be more than ample to cope 
with the present small force at the disposal 
of the Provisional Government. 

In is believed that when the Queen is 
Dgiin placed upon the throne che United 
Slates will regard its duty as accomplished, 
and tho Queen must then defend the 
throne nod tho governmont unaided 
by the United Slates. Thia position 
ia in accord with tho doctrine of 
neutrality and fair dealirg, to which tho 
Government of the United States ia pledged 
It ia said by persona well up in diploiiuitic 
lore that this action is equivalent to ac 
knowledging that tho (,>ueen waa deposed 
by tho United Statea in th» firat place and 
that she would have a good claim for dam- 
ages. It; is pretty generally believed that 
Admiral Skirretlt, who is expected at; San 
Francisco on the Honolulu steamer, 
duo there to-morrow, was tranaferrjd to 
the Asiatic station in the belief that he had 
identified himsolf closely in a social way 
with tho foreign anti-Koyalist element, and 
for tho adilitioual reason that bis successor 
Admiral Irwin, is very popular ot Hono 
lulu and haa great influence there witi 
foreigners and Royalists alike. 

Sa.v Francisco, Nov, 11. — Albert Jaeger, 
at one time a member of the Hawaiian 
Legislature, spoken to oonoeruing the aitua" 
lion at tho Islands, said : " The dispoai- 
lion of tho people is not favorable to an 
nexation. The natives are opposed to it. 
If Hawaii were left to herself the monarchy 
wonid be restored at once with the oonsti 
tution of 1888 or one of a like nature. 
The provisional government has little to 
commend it. It could not long endure if 
left to itself. As to tho talk that some 
foreign* government, say England or jer 
many, would get Hawaii, should tho United 
Statea not annex, there is no sense in 
The people are all friendly to the United 
States, and if they were compelled 
choose, tho United States would be their 
preference. " 

Claus Spreckels, in regard to Secretary 
CJreshnrn'a letter, said, "1 cannot find any 
thing further to aay than lo exprtaa m) 
aati.ifaclion over the cheerful newa recci 
last night. Tho men who represent the eo- 
called IVoviaiouul Government had no more 
right to depoao the Queen of Hawaii and 
assume control of the Government ma- 
chinery than I would to demand of 
President Cleveland hia seat 
Washington. Under tho management 
of the revolutionary government, business 
in the Islands haa become depresaed. 
Owing to the nncertainty of the sitaation, 
trade has diminished greatly, as the oustoms 
reports will show, and would have contintted 
to dio-inish as long as the new government 
had existed. The Provisional Government 
has seen fit to change the tariff and the dis 
BstruuB result is only what might be ex 
pooled." 

" Do you anticipate any serious trouble 
when un attempt to return the Queen 
powiT ia made ?" 

"No, I do not. There have been threats 
made thiit the Queen would never li 
rule Hawaii again, but I have ri girded 
them aa foolish ullerancea. If ever ih 
(^iieen should Ijo harmed there would be 
terrible tiino in Hawaii. The natives are 
peaceable as a rule, antl love their Queen 
Should, however, an attempt at vio- 
l-nce over occur, they would cer 
tainly be aroused, and wreak a terrible 
vengeanci) upon ihoae who dared molest her 
No, I think that tho formal restoration o 
the Queen to power will be aooonipllshed 
without an opposing demonstration. Eug 
land and America are in sympathy with 
tho QiK^en, ami will see that sh 
obtains her rights. In fact, ayinpalliy 
for her among tho Island people has been 
steadily increasing, to <^^be detriment of tho 
Provisional Government's course, and that 
fact will demonstrate itself when the latest 
news reaches the Islands. Confidence will 
he restored on the Islands as soon as the 
Queen re-appears on the throne, and you 
will find business soon booming along as be 
fore." 

" Are you contemplating a trip to tho 
Ixlnnd.s in view of the Queen's return to the 

throne !" 

"No, my interests are well taken care 
of there, und I am needed here in other 

matters." .
